Still Responsible 


The truth is that the two groups are 
so identified_in-the public mind; by their.

In 
many youngsters acne is a mild disease, 
while in others, it is severe and productive 
of marked ‘scarring. Much depends on the 
violence or lack of violence in the reaction of 
the skin te the presence of the blackheads 
and the tiny abscesses. 

Naturally, the treatment varies with the 
type and severity. of the disease.
